A stretch of cool, clear, 
shallow water over a sand bar in the river 
invited, but the hidden danger at ite end 
was known to the only grown up inthe party 
and the children’s appeals for permission to 
go wading were Genited.

One Sees Peril; Lives. 

The children promised readily enough, but 
when their guardian left the promise was 
forgotten, the lure of the clear, cool water 
overcame them, and soon shoes and stockings 
were off and dll wadinginthestream. Care- 
fully at first, then more boldly, they ventured 
along the sand bar. Ruth Kiersey, who alone 
escaped, was the bravest, and she first 
reached the end of the bar. The deep water 
frightened her, and she waded back along 
the bar. 

Ruth warned her playmates, but little 
laughing Lucille Sweeting failed to under- 
stand and ran to the end of the sand bar’ Her 
laugh changed to a scream of terror as she 
slid down its treacherous side into seven feet 
ofi water. Her sister, Hazel, rushed to her 
ald, leaned. far down to reach the child, 
slipped, and fell.

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BRYAN AS RADICAL AS ER 


Democratic Leader Boasts He Still 
Believes in -Free Silver. 


THINKS PARTY WILL UNITE. 


Says Seceders of 1896 Who Come Back, 
However, Must Be Modest. 


LONDON, July 12.—Willam J.. Bryan, in 
another interview here today, denied that he 
had abandoned free silver, but admitted that 
it was no longer an issue. 

Mr. Bryan declared, also, that in his atti- 
tude on “ predatory wealth and immoral 
methods ": he is more radical now than he 
was in 1896. He said: 

‘‘T notice that I am now described by some 
as conservative, and in order that there may 
be no misunderstanding on that subject, per- 
mit me to say that in one sense lalways have 
been a conservative. 

Democracy Always Conservative. 

“The democratic policies are conservative 
ih that they embody old principles applied 
to new conditions. There was nothing new 


party is the defender of property because it 
endeavors to draw the line between honest 
accumulation by honest methods on the one 
side and predatory wealth end immoral 
methods on the other. It is to the Interests 
of.every honest man that dishonesty should 
be exposed and punished; otherwise the ce- 
serving are apt to suffer for the undeserving. 

“Tf, however, by the word conservative 
they mean that I have changed my position 
on any public question or moderated my op- 
position to corporate aggrandizement they 
have a aurprise waiting for them. I am 


more radical than I was in 1806 and have 


nothing to withdraw on economical ques- 
tions which have been under discussion. 


Believes in Free Silver. 

“The only question we discussed in 1806 
upon which there has been any apparent 
change is the silver question, and that has 
not been a change in the advocates of bi- 
metallism but In conditions. We contended 
for more money and urged the free coinage 
of silver as the only meange then in sight of 
securing it. 

“The increased production of gold has 
brought in part the benefit we expected to 
secure from the restoration of silver. The 
per capita volume of money in the United 
States is almost 50 per cent greater now 
than ft was in 1896, and the benefits brought 
by this increase have not only vindicated the 
quantitative theory of money but have 
proven the benefite of the larger amount of 
money. No advocate of the gold standard 
can claim the triumph of his logic. 

“T believe in bimetallism and I believe that 
the restoration of eilver would bring still 
further prosperity, besides restoring par in 
exchange between gold and silver using 
countries; but I recognize, as do all other 
bimetallists whom I have met abroad, that 
the unexpected and unprecedented increase 

in gold production has for the present re- 
anh the silver question as an issue. 


Other Issues More Vital. 

“ While the money question has waned in 
importance, other questions have been forg-~ 
ing to the front, and to these questions we 
must apply the same principles we applied 
to the money question, and seek to secure 
the greatest good to the greatest number by 


} legislation which ponforms to the dogtrine of 


equal rights for all and special privileges for 
none. 


oe Cathe ner enamine meny will agt with 
use w inst us on the money ques 


tion, for, notwithstanding the discussion of 
that. quéstion, millions did not understand 
it and were frightened into opposition. We 
cannot expect the support of any one who Is 
interestéd in taking advantage of the people 
either through trusts or through any other 
illigitimate form of business. Our efforts 
should be to distingui#h between those cor- 
| porations which are legitimate and those 
aggregations of wealth which are organized 
for purposes of public plunder and appeal for 
support to those only whoare willing to have 
the government protect each person in the 
enjoyment of his own earnings. 


Sees a Reunited Party. 

“The newspapers have been trying to cre- 
ate friction between what they call ‘old 
friends’ and ‘new friepds’ in politics. 
Those are friends who are working toward 
a common end and each campaign brings 
to some extent a new alignment. 

“In 1896 the party lost many democrats 
and was recruited by a great many who had 
been republicans up to that time’ and we 
welcomed them. In 1900 some came back 
who were against us in 1896, and we did not 
shut the doof against them. 

“T have no idea that the democratic party 
will require tickets of admission in the com- 
ing campaign. Usually parties are so anx- 
jous to secure recruits that past differences 
are not emphasized, if there is a sincere 
agreement on present issues. 

‘“T do not know that we can find a bet- 
ter plan than the bible plan, which admits 
the eleventh hour comer to a place in the 
vineyard and to share the reward with those 
who began earlier. 


Repentants Must Be Modest. 

“TI think this sound politics as well as sound 
religion, provided the new recruit comes to 
work and not to interfere with the other la- 
borers. But of course when an overseer hag 
to be selected experience cannot be left out 
of consideration. The worker whocame late 
would, if honest, be too modest to assume an 
attitude of superiority over those who had 
toiled during the earlier hours. While the 
question is one of purpose, @ man who recog- 
nizes the dangers that threaten our country 
and is anxious to avert them will not find it 
dificult to establish friendly relations with 
those who saw the dangers at an earlier date. 

“If the differences between the sincere and 
the pretended friends of reform cannot be 
discovered before, they will become apparent 
when the platform is written; for, if present 
indications count for anything, that platform 
fs likely to be so plain that no one can mis- 
take it and so strong that no enemy of demo- 
cratic principles will be drawn to the party.” 

Mr. Bryan added that he would discuss the 
trust, tariff, raflroad,: and labor questions, 
imperialism, and other lasues at length when 
he reached America. 


BATTLE WITH STRIKERS 
IS FEARED INWYOMING. 


Workmen at Government Dam Near 
Cody Arm Themselves and Terrorize 
Community—Sheriff’s Force on Way. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., July 12.—[Special.)—One 
hundred striking mechanics on the govern- 
ment dam and divers in the tunnel near Cody 
today took possession of the camp and to- 
night are terrorizing the community. They 
are heavily armed and have forced the other 
500 workmen to leave the camp. 

Sheriff Hammett and fifty deputies left 
Cody this afternoon to arrest the rioters. 
The latter learned of the organization of 
the posse and sent word that they would 
fight before they would be taken. It is 
feared that a battle has been fought, but 
nothing definite can be learned. 

On July 4a number of workmen celebrated 
in Cody and were arrested for shooting up 
the town. They swore revenge, and the few

MAN'S THEATER CASTLE, 100 


Every Manager Can Be King in 
Own Playhouse, Court Says. 


TRUST CONQUERS METOALFE,. 


Exelusion of Dramatic Critic No Crime, 
Deeision Holds. 


New York, July 12— gSpecial)—Just as 
every man can be a king in his own home, 


every theater manager or owner can be czar 


in ws own theater. 

By a majority of four to one the appellate 
division of the Supreme court today helfl 
that a man’s theater ie his castle and that 
he can keep out or admit whomsoever he 
pleases, James 8. Metcalfe, dramatic critic 
of Life, included. This decision spelled de- 
feat for Metcalfe in his long legal fight 
against the managers who would not let him 
enter their theaters at any price. 


No Crime to Keep Critics Out 

The court held that the managers com- 
mitted no crime in excluding Metcalfe or 
critics who consider themselves at liberty to 
go to any length tn condemnation of plays 
or players. 

Charles Burnham, manager of Wallack’s, 
who volunteered as a test case to be a mar 
tyr, and was held to trial on the charge of 
conspiracy, was discharged. 

The cofirt’s decision follows closely the 
lines laid down by the Court of Appeale in 
the speculator’s ticket case of Collister vs. 
Hyman. The highest court in the state de- 
cided then that a theater is a private busi- 
ness, which the proprietor can open or close 
at will, and to which he can admit whom he 
sees fit.

REDUCE ARMIES? 


England, Italy, and France 
Take Steps for Lifting Mili- 
taryBurden. 


— 


British Proposal to Cut Off 20,- 
000 Soldiers Offered in 
Parliament. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 138, 3 a. m.—England, 
France, and Italy have taken the lead ina 
plan for a reduction in the size of the great 
armies of Europe. 

The proposal made in the house of com- 
mons last evening by War Secretary Haldane 
to reduce England's army by 20,000 men is a 
part of a tacit agreement reached by the 
three powers. 

Italy proposes to cut down her force by 
60,000 men, and France by an equal number. 

It is hoped to induce Germany and Austria 
to follow sult. 

At any rate, a step toward spells the 
enormous burden of militarism now resting 
on the back of Burope has been made. 


Proposed by King Victor. 

King Victor Emmanuel was the first to 
broach the matter to England and France, 
and Sig. Tittoni, the Italian minister of 
foreign affairs, personally visited Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the British minister of foreign 
affairs, and M. Bourgeoise, the French for- 
elgn minister, and submitted King Victor 
Emmanuel’s proposals. 

England's answer was made in parliament 
last evening. The army reorganization plan 
proposes to reduce the army from 170,000 
nren to 150,000, by dropping eight battalions. 

Pian Army of 150,000 Men. 

Under the reorganization plans, the army, 
after @educting the eight battalions, will be 
formed into six divisions of three brigades 
each, with four cavalry brigades, represent- 
ing altogether 150,000 men, made up of 50,000 
regulars serving with the colors, 70,000 army 
reserve men, and 380,000 militia. It also is 
proposed to maintain as a war establishment 
five pieces of artillery to every 1,000 rifles and 
sabres. The older guns will be issued to the 
volunteers, to enable them to be organized 
into an artillery reserve. 

There will be sixty-three batteries of ar- 
tillery out of a total home establishment of 
ninety-nine batteries, leaving thirty-six bat- 
teries for training purposes. 

Under the new plans the whole force of 
150,000 men will be regarded as an expedition- 
ary force; immediately available for war. 


Admits War’s a Curse. 

Mr. Haldane said the expeditionary force 
would be s0 arranged that it could be ex- 
panded or reduced. so.that if other nations 
reduced their forces Great Britain would be 
in a position to do the same without Impair- 
ing the efficiency of the army. He wished 
he could see the day when the curse of war 
would no longer exist, but until that came 
the only thing to be done was to see that 
every penny spent on the army was spent in 
obtaining fighting efficiency. 

Incidentally, Mr. Haldane gave a glimpse 
of the government’s views of the recent naval 
maneuvers, saying that nothing had hap- 
pened during their progress which had 
shaken the belief that the fleet was adequate 
to defend Great Britain’s shores. 


Looks to the Militia.; 

The war secretary said he thought that 
more use ought to be made of the militia, as 
was done by foreign nations. The govern- 
ment’s principle, he said, was to territorial- 
ize the militia, make closer its connection 
with its regular army, place it in a better 
position as to training, raise its strength, 
and make it more efficient. Several experi- 
ments as to the training of the militia were 
being made. One thing had been decided 
upon. The militia artillery must disappear, 
giving place to regular artillery. 

The volunteers would be required to de- 
fend the naval bases and repel raids of hostile 
forces up to 10,000 men, and would be a 
second reserve or an expansion of the regu- 
lar army in time of need. A survey of the 
whole of great Britain was proposed to de- 
termine the functions the volunteers would 
+ have to perform in each county. 

As to the expansion of the regular forces, 
the secretary urged that it was needed and 
should be provided, but he did not believe 
f compulsory service would be of the slightest 
avail for that purpose. The government's 
plan of preparation was for defense and not 
for aggression. It must take years to fulfill 
it. This was a mere beginning, and he hoped 
to set about it immediately. 


Italy Hopes for Plan. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIRUNB 
AND LA PIESNA OF BUENOS AYRES.] 

ROMHB, July 12.—Italy has proposed a vital 
reduction in the fighting strength of herself 
and her sister powers, Great Britain and 
France, and these nations have, it is said, 
entertained the project favorably. 

Sig. Tittoni, minister of foreign affairs of 
Italy, who has been in London and Paris 
holding conferences with Sir Edward Grey 
and M. Bourgeois, who hold the foreign 
Offices of the respective couritries, is mo- 
mentarily expected to return here. 

Upon his arrival he wil! hold a council of 
the ministry and then hasten to Racconigi 
to consult with King Victor Emmanuel. If 
a final agreement is reached Italy immediate- 
ly will reduce her army by two corps, thus 
taking from her effective force 60,000 men.

Augusta, Ga., July 12.—[{Special.]—T. W. 
Alexander, member of the cotton brokerage 
firm of Alexander & Alexander, is defaulter 
for:nearly $200,000 and a fugitive. Alexan- 
der left the city on Tuesday, leaving a note 
stating that he had been using funds to 
speculate in cotton, that the market had 
gone against him, that he was leaving Au- 
gusta, and that he would never return alive. 

Investigation showed that Alexander had 
used not only all the resources of his firm, 
but that he had secured from Augusta banks 
on the improper use of cotton warehouse 
receipts about $150,000. The Georgia Rail- 
road bank is the heaviest loser. In addition 
to money gotten from banks Alexander 
touched his friends for sums ranging from 
$1,000 up to $5,000.

WILL DROP 140,000 MEN. 
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DOOUTS FAITH IN PACKERS 


LONDON LANCET QUESTIONS EF- 
FICIENCY OF MEAT REFORMS. 


Medical Paper Replies to Comments 
of Department of Agriculture on Its 
Report of Conditions in Chicago— 
Asks Why Is Attempt Made toe 
Shield Meat Barons After Admis- 
sion of Bad Conditions — Declares 
Anything May Be Expected. 


LONDON, July 12.—In its current issue the 
Lancet, England's most authoritative med- 
ical journal, again indicts the American de- 
partment of agriculture and questions the 
effectiveness of the measures taken to insure 
the purity and cleanliness of Chicago pack- 
ing house products. 

The article is a reply to the comments of 
the department of agriculture on a recent 
report in the Lancet on conditions in the 
Chicago packing houses. The reply was 
written by the author of the original report, 
the Lancet’s special sanitary commissioner, 
Mr. Wright. whose opinions carry great 
weight throughout Europe. 

Dealing with the admission that there have 
been many instances in which the sanitary 


feature have been sacrificed to increase the | 


capacity of the plants, Commissioner Wright 
says: 

* This is a barefaced admission of guilt. It 
is, indeed, a sacrifice of every principle, of 
every sense of duty that should be heid most 
sacred. In many courtries the-law would 
punish severely persons capable of endan- 
gering the health of the community to in- 
crease the capacity of their plants. 


Declares Anything Is Possible. 

‘‘after such an admission made in the de- 
partment of agriculture’s first comment it 
is questionable whether it is worth while to 
go any farther. What can be expected from 
people who sacrifice Ught and air for the 
sake of profits? After such a confession 
anything is possible. 

“Such a disgraceful manner of slaughter,” 
continues the commissioner, ‘* would never 
be tolerated in a model European abattofr, 
The abominable promisculty between the 
wholesome meat and thé condemned car- 
casses is acknowledged to be a fact. What- 
aver the committee may -have failed to see, 
it ise-ebvious that the diseased wnd the cor- 
demned portiong of the meat had to be con- 
veyed somehow to the fertilizer tanks, which 
they admit were not sufficiently isolated.” 


Whitewash Sought, He Says. 

The Lancet’s expert points out that the 
faults which follow are the natural conse- 
quences of this fundamental lack of prin- 
ciple. They become, comparatively speak- 
ing, mere matters of detail. Nevertheless, he 
goes on to refute the answers of the depart- 
ment to his charges in detail. He maintains 
that the government officials have attempt- 
ed to misconstrue many of his statements 
regarding the method employed in slaughter- 
ing steers and declares this is “ inhuman and 
dangerous.”’ 

e Instead of dealing with the real griev- 
ance,” the commissioner says, “ raised both 
by myself and Upton Sinclair, the depart- 

ment starts an imaginary point about bruises 
on the animals lowering the market value of 
the meat.” 

Referring to the department’s description 
of one canning room as “ worse than the 
writer describes,’’ the commissioner says: 
“Were is a room visited more than a year 
after I was there and much worse. After 
such an acknowledgment it is not easy to 
accuse me of exaggerations. What are we 
to think of the reform capacities of the Chi- 
cago packers?” 

Why Try to Shield Packers? 

The department also said that sores from 
blood poisoning were not prevalent. 

‘* All Ican say !s,”’ writes the commissioner, 
“that. general practitioners living in the 
district spoke to me about the prevalence 
of such sores from blood poisoning. The de- 
partment’s comment does not positively deny 
their existence, but it is always difficult to 
get evidence for fear that the indiscretion 
may cause the loss of one’s employment. 

“Why should officials and professionals,” 
he asks in conclusion, ‘“ whose interest it is 
the object of the Lancet to represent, appear 
before the public as if they held a bsief of the 
Chicago packers? They have fairly and hon- 
orably acknowledged the accuracy of many 
things I said, but they generally endeavor'to 
follow up such an acknowledgment by some 
form of attenuation. They appear desirous 
of defending the packers rather than the 
cause of hygiene, which it is their business 
as health officials to endeavor to promote.”’ 


No Slump in Canned Meats. 

Washington, D. C., July 12.—[{Special.]— 
That there is no falling off in the exports 
of canned meats up to July 1 as a result of 
the packing house scandal is shown by the 
preliminary statements of the export of pro- , 
visions for June, issued today by the bureau | 
of statistica 

The total quantity of canned beef exported 
was 2,077,979, against 6,310,553 pounds in 
June, 1905, and for the twelve months end- 
ing with June, 1906, it was 64,173,808 pounds, 
against 66,327,289 pounds in 1905, This reduc- 
tion apparently fs due in a large degree to 
the abatement in the movements to Japan, 
which imported largely of this article dur- 
ing the war and the months immediately pre- 
ceding the disbandment of her army. 

During the eleven months ending with 
May, 1906, for which the detailed figures now 
are available, the movements of canned beef 
to Japan were 2,272,271 pounds, against 11,- 
055,777 pounds in the corresponding months 
of 1906. while exports of this article to all 
countries except Japan aggregated in the 
same period 59,352,919 pounds, against 49,- 
285,04, pounds in the corresponding months 
of 1905; thus showing a decrease of 8,808,606 
pounds in Japan and an increase of 10,066,922 
pounds to all other countries in the period 
named. 

The exports of canned beef to Japan in 
June, 1905, were 4,011,388 pounds, while the 
advance of figures for June, 1906, show a 
decrease in the total exports of this article 
of 3,352,574 pounds, this suggesting the prin- 
cipal reduction probably is due to a falling 
off in the demand from Japan. 

The total value of June exports of a0 yp 
sions, not including live cattle, 
sheep, was $15,365,278, against $13,553,014 in 
the same month last year, the loss of $328, - 
064 in canned meats being more than offset 
by the increases in beef and bacon. For 
twelve months ended June 30 the value of 
these exports was $191,056,535, being $38, - 
525,662 in excess of those for the previous 
year.

City of Mexico, July 12.—[Special. ]—Dis- 
patches received by the embassies of both 
Salvador and Guatemala today announce 
the declaration of war and tell of a battle 
fought yesterday, which, it is alleged, re- 
sulted In the death of 300 Salvadoreans and 
800 Guatemalans. Thomas Regalado, leader 
of the Salvadoreans and former president of 
Salvador, was among those slain. Salvador 
already has put into the field 85,000 well 
equipped troops. 

The revolutionary troops in Guatemala, 
commanded by Gen. Toledo and supported 
by Salvador, also are giving trouble, and 
yesterday defeated the government troops 
in the department of Jutinpa.

TARTARD ATTACK MONKS, 


FURIOUS ONSLAUGHT ON ARME- 
NIAN MONASTERY. 


Vigorous Defense Is Offered and Cos- 
sacks Finally Come to Rescue and 
Drive Off the Hordes—Vice Admiral 
Cheuknin Dies from Effects of As« 
sassin’s Bullets—One of His Gar- 
deners Is Suspected of Being Iim-« 
Plicated. 


TIFLIS, July 12.—At Etchmiadzin the 
ecclesiastical capital of Armenia, Tartars 
last night attacked the monastery and rest- 
dence of the Armenian patriarch. The Tar- 
tars; who had hidden themselves inthe sur- 
rounding hills, opened fire and charged the 
monastery after nightfall. They were re- 
pulsed, but formed for a second attempt, 
when a force of infantry and Cossacks ar- 
rived on the scene. 

The officers tried to persuade the Tartars 


to desist from their attack, but the latter. 


opened fire on the troops, wounding several 
of them. The Cossacks thereupon charged 
and dispersed the Tartars, killing one and 
wounding several. 

In the Zangisur district today 300 Tartars 
attacked an Armenian village. A detach- 
ment of police arrived and tried to restore 
order, but the Tartars killed the police cap- 
tain, put the detachment to flight, and re- 
sumed the pillage, which was continued until 
the arrival of artillery, which had been sent 
from Tiflis. 

Alarming news has been received here of 
horrible ravages by Turkish troops across 
the border in Turkish Armenia. Soldiers 
who were collecting taxes are said to have 
indulged in frightful outrages. The popula- 
tion of the city of Van is represented to have 
been nearly destroyed by the Turkish troops, 
who pulled down houses, assaulted the wom- 
en, and acted generally like wild beasts. 


“Has Cabinet Resigned? 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 12.—Finance 
Minister Kokovsoff has given authority for 
the statement that the resignation of the 
entire cabinet is in the hands of the emperor. 
So far as can be learned, however, his majesty 
is not yet ready to charge the constitutional 
democrats with the task of forming a min- 
istry, and is still seeking to compromise the 
issue by forming a coalition cabinet, com- 
posed of the more solid of the conservative 
and liberal elements in the lower and upper 
houses of parllament, under the leadership 
of Count Heyden arid M. Stakovich. 

Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch, com- 
mander of the Guards corps and the troops in 
the military district of St. Petersburg, has 
tendered his resignation to the emperor on 
account of the Preobrajensky affair, but his 
majesty declined to accept it. 


Chouknin Dies from Wound. 
SEVASTOPOL, July 12.—Vice Admiral 
Chouknin, commander of the Black sea 
fleet, who was shot yesterday, supposedly by 
a sailor of the battleship Otchakoff, died this 
morning without having regained conscious- 
ness. The under gardener of Admiral Chouk- 
nin’s villa is suspected of having knowledge 

of the murderer, as he has disappeared.

Girl Makes Statement. 

After her arrest Ester Mitchell made the 
following statement:

Mrs. CrefMfield 
bought the gun. We were at the room about 
4 o'clock this afternoon and I thought I would 
have a better chance to do it than Mrs. Cref- 
field, as my brother wanted to see me, and 
believed that he would think nothing about 
my going to the depot. Them Mrs. Creffield 
gave me the gun and I was to do it. We 
agreed that it must be done as soon as pog- 
sible. 

" My brother Fred was up to my room to- 
day and said that Perry and George were go- 
ing to Portland this evening. .I went to the 
depot and saw Perry get his ticket. At last 
I saw George and I shook hands with him. 
He and Perry were walking in front and Fred 
and I were walking behind. I was walking 
to the door and George was in front of me. 
That was the chance I wanted and I shot 
him. My brother Fred grabbed me and I 
sat down on his lap and put my arms about 
his neck. I sat there and the officer came. 
I intended to follow him to Portland if I did 
not get a chance here. I am not sorry I did 


‘the shooting: Iam glad of it.”’ 


Brother Blames Mrs. Creffield. 

Perry Mitchell, brother of Esther, imme- 
diately after the murder told the police that 
his sister was not te blame, as she was en- 
tirely within the power of Mrs. Creffield. 

It has been only. two days since a jury in 
the Superior court acquitted George Mitchell 
of murder in the killing of Creffield. Mitch- 
ell's plea was insanity and his attorneys at- 
tempted to prove that this was a character- 
istic of the family. 

Esther Mitchell has refused to have any- 
thing to do with her brother since the shoot- 
ing. Today was the first time they had been 
seen together. 

The Mitchells, George, Perry, and Fred, 
were sitting with Esther on a bench in the 
big waiting room talking together and ap- 


parently on the best of terms. When the. 


Oregon train was announced George Mitch- 
ell rose and started forward. His sister 
stepped, to his side, and, pressing a revolver 
close to his head, pulled the trigger before 
any one had realized what was happening. 


Reconciled to Father. 

Directly after the shooting Perry Mitchell 
and Fred Mitchell were arrested as wit- 
nesses. They were found together on a 
bench in the depot sobbing on each others’ 
shoulders, 

Last night Charles Mitchell, the father of 
the familly, and his daughter Esther reached 
a reconciliation. For some days the girl had 
refused to see her father. Hearing that he 
was about to return to,his home in Illinois 
she consented to an Setbircbat at which all 
of the rest of the family except George 
Mitchell was present. 

Esther Mitchell and Mrs. Creffield, widow 
of the deceased Holy Roller, today announced 
their intention of making Seattle their home. 
The two women took small apartments here, 
sold their witness certificates to raise funds, 
and apparently had made up their minds to 
remain in Seattle

“Denison suddenly attacked me while I 
was in hie office,’ said Silberstein. “ He 
struck me in the head with brass knuckles 
and he and Curtis tried to throw me out of 
the seventh story window.” 

Silberstein opened. a bundle and displayed 
the blood stained garments.

Charges Threat by Chetlain. 


As soon as he got well Silberstein spent 
considerable tinie with Judge Chetlain, he 
gaid, meeting him by appointment at the 
Sherman house bar and at the office of 
Philetus Smith in the Kedzie building. It was 
on one of these occasions that Judge Chet- 
lain was reported to have said: 

‘* Remember, I-have five children. If you 
say a word of this to another man, I'll have 
you on the north side, and I'll be your judge.” 
. During the evening session Silberstein told 
a good many of the details of the methods of 
Denison and ‘Curtis and implied that Judge 
Chetlain was conversant with those methods.

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MOTOR BOAT CLUB SHIP FINALLY 
HAULS DOWN FLAG. 


Vessel Is Loosened from Sea Wall, 
Where It Had Been Tied for a 
Week, and Anchors in the Basin 
This Is Done After Clashes Ashore 
and Threatened Encounters on the 
Water with Lieut. Kerns, Who De 
fended Marine Law. . 


A bloodless victory was won last évening 
by the United States and its navy in the 
basin off Chicago. The Kniaz Potemkin II., 
which formerly was known as the elub ship 
of the Chicago Motor Boat club, hauled down 
its flag and ylelded. For a week the vessel 
had been tied up at the sea wall halfway 
ee the Columbia and the Chicago Yacht 
clubs. 

There had been clashes ashore with the 
high admiral of the United States repre- 
Kerns, and there were 
threatened clashes on the rolling waves. The 
craft, by tying up to the sea wall, was de- 
clared to be violating the statutes regulating 
the high seas. At the last it was shoved off, 
and, two car wheels having been secured as 
anchors, was left tossing on the swell fifty 
feet from the breakwater. 


Trouble Brewing Three Weeks. 

Hostilities between Lieut. Kerns and the 
Kniaz Potemkin II. broke out three weeks 
ago. The Motor Boat club being a deep sea 
going organization had to have a ship. It 
bought a reformed bumboat, spent $1.000 for 
repairs and a locker, and, sailing boidly into 
the inner basin, cast anchor alongside the sea 
wall half way between the Chicago and the 
Columbia Wacht clubs. 

Lieut. Kerns while ona cruise was shocked 
and horrified to see the awful sight. He sent 
word to the officers and crew of the Kniaz 
Potemkin II. to cast loose their lines and set 
sail immediately. 

The crew sent a note asking the Heutenant 
to say to what place they should go. The 
lieutenant said he didn’t care particularly, 
only to get out of his ocean. 

One of the high admirals of the motor bdat 
club headed a prize crew which bearded the 
lieutenant in his office in the government 
building and declared that the Kniaz Potem- 
kin II. had a right to lle alongside that plier 
as long as it was so minded. The lieutenant 
grimly arose and said if his power fo cut loose 
the Kniaz Potemkin from its moorings was 
doubted the prize crew only had to follow 
him and closely observe his actions. 


Threats Calm the Crew. 

While thus remarking he jumped into @ 
coat and seized a sheathknife and started 
after the Kniaz Potemkin Il. The crew 
members reflected and then said the lieuten- 
ant had misinterpreted their words. The 
lieutenant said he would give them a week 
to sail out, and if they didn’t do anything by 
that time he would go down and give a cor- 
rect: imitation of the destruction of the Rus- 
sian fleet by the Japanese. 

The Kniaz Potemkin II. still tugged at the 
hawsers at its berth, Members of ite crew 
had secured permission from the south park 
commissioners and between pipes said they 
would not go. The park board, they de- 
clared, would protect them, and they felt 
secure in the shadow of its power. 

The sailors learned last evening that their 
hopes were doomed to disappointment. The 
commissioners had abandoned them and left 
them to fight their own battles. Thus de 
serted the club retreated. 


AUSTRALIANS DESERT VOLIVA; 
DOWIE RETURNS TO ZION CITY. 


Elders Left Behind by New Leader 
Secede and Invite Others to Join 
Them—Former Leader Arrives. 


Word was received in Zion City last night 
that the Azstratian branch of Dowile’s 
ehurch had broken away from Voliva. The 
two elders, J. C. McCullough and P. F. Haw- 
kins. in charge of Australian effairs during 
Voliva’s absence, notified friends in Zion 
City of the secession. 

Voliva called a meeting. as he feared an 
exodus of the Australians living in Zion.

14 MEN BALKED BY WOMAN 


SULLIVAN OF EVANSTON 
PROTECTS HER PIANO. 


MRS. 


Ejects Two Constables from the Front 
Door by Seizing Their Collars and 
Then Holds at Bay a Dosen Police 
Reserves—Officers Finally Win Bat- 
tle, but Not Until They Are Forced 
to Break In Door — Writ Servers 
Get Instrument After Her Arrest. 


A muscular Evanston woman routed two 
constables that endeavored to seizé her piano 
yesterday, ejecting them forcibly from the 
house, and then held at bay for two hours 
a dozen policemen who came to aid the writ 
servers. The woman was Mrs. Nellie Sullf- 


van, 1310 Greenleaf avenue. 

Constables I. G. Schwartz and J. W. Renks- 
ley approached the Sullivan residence witha 
writ of execution and an express wagon to 
carry off her piano in payment of a claim of 


$40. 
They had just entered the front door when 
Mrs. Sullivan met them and ardered them 
out. When they hesitated she offered to help, 
and did so by seizing each of them by the 
collar and pushing them through the door, 
which she slammed and locked. Then, from 
an upstairs window, she defied them to make 
another trial to get her piano. 
Call on Police Aid, 

The constables considered the matter ané 
called for the police. A patrol wagon con- 
taining two bluecoats arrived on the scene, 
but when they heard the constables’ ex- 
perience they retired for reinforcements. 

A crowd of several hundred persons, at- 
tracted by the approaching squad of ten po- 
licemen who came to the aid of their com- 
panions, gathered about the house and 
watched the battle which ensued. 

Policeman George Pestka, armed with 
state warrants for the arrest of the woman 
and her husband, Patrick Sullivan, who later 
wae called “ John L.”’ Sullivan by the police- 
men, led the charge, and was followed oy 
Mark Letts. 

Met by a Broomstick. 

Pestka reached the frofit door when he wae 
felled by a broomstick. Sulhvan and his 
wife climbed over the prostrate form of 
Pe@tka and gave chase to Letts. They beat 
a hasty retreat, however, and found shelter 


in the house when they met the reinforce- 
ments. 

At the second attack the door was forced 
open, but not until several hard knocks had 
been administered to the attacking forces. 

The man and wife were finally placed under 
arrest on charges of disorderly conduct and 
resisting police officers. They will be given 
a hearing tomorrow. 

Constable Samuel Harrison, who arrived 
during the siege, with a writ of replevin for 
the piano in favor of the Kimball Piano 
company, wae allowed to take the instrument 
away with him, while Constables Schwartz 
and Ronksley contented themselves with 
leading away two goate which they found 
on the premises in adjustment of the original 
claim for A. Reding, the owner of @ meat 
market at 832 Custer avenue. 

Another Woman Defies Constables.

“BLUE LAWS” ARE REVOKEDBY 
NEW COMMANDANT AT FORT. 


Signs Are Torn Down and Sentries 
Removed by Orders of the Colonel 
from Minnesota Post. 


An “open house” policy is to be pursued 
at Fort Sheridan while it remains under the 
command of Col. W. R. Pitcher, who has 
recently come to the post to take the place 
of Col. 8S. R. Whitall, retired. In the few 
days that he has had control of the reserva- 
tion he has caused the removal of the many 
signs of warning to automobilists and pedes- 
trians, has called off the sentries who for- 
merly blocked access to the “loops” upon 
which the officers’ quarters are located, and 
has destroyed numerous barbed wire ob- 
structions. 


Came Here from Minnesota. 

Col. Pitcher, formerly Meutenant colonel 
of the Twenty-eighth infantry, has been sta- 
tioned at Fort Snelling, Minn., during the 
last three years. While there he was a 
member of a number of clubs, and was one 
of the most popular officers ever at the fort. 
At the north shore post he will follow the 
same idea that guided him there—that of 
“maintaining the regulations and making 
the best of everything.” 

‘*T want the people to understand,” hesaid 
yesterday, “that they are dealing with a 
western man. This reservation will not be 
shut up, the entrance and exit gates will not 
be locked, so long as I have the jurisdiction 
over them. The United States army is the 
people’s army, and the army reservation is 
the people’s reservation. The more visitors 
we have the better I shall like it.” 

Col. Pitcher has abolished the five mile 
speed limit on automobiles, and will allow 
them to run freely so long as they observe 
a sane rate of travel. 

He has not yet determined upon his course 
of action toward allowing the soldiers the 
freedom of Highwood and other adjacent 
suburbs, but is determined that they shall 
not feel oppressed by abnormal stringency. 

Col. Pitcher’s notion of hospitality extends 
further than has been stated, and he hopes 
that before long a large amount of entertain- 
ing will be done by the officers on his staff, 
for which he promises to set an example. 


To Start on Long March. 

Sunday morning nearly all the troops at 
the post will start out on @ 237 mile mareh 
to Indianapolis, where they will take part in 
the army maneuvers scheduled there for the 
month of August. The first and second bat- 
talions of the Twenty-seventh infantry, the 
Fourteenth and Twenty-first batteries of ar- 
tillery and the post band will go on the 
“ bike,” which it is expected will cover six- 
teen days. 

Col. Pitcher will be in command and ex- 
pects to make about fifteen milesa day. The 
plans are to make camp for the fireat three 
days at Wilmette, Lincoln Park, and Chi- 


cago Heighta.

@ solemn vow to keep it up and show Mayor 
Dunne he had made no mistake in his ap- 
pointment. 


Some Things He Did. 

During the day he assigned a dozen in- 
spectors, instructed them as to their duties, 
traced down a case he had been working 
on, and found that five carloads of canned 
goods which had spoiled, and are alleged to 
contain half a dozen kinds of poison, were 
being made ready for the retail market in @ 
basement at 17 River street. : 

He also visited three stockyards plants, 
delivering brusque sanitary orders in one 
place, and finding bad sheep in another. 
He hunted hard for his stockyarde inspectors, 
found one of them, had two men arrested, 
and wound up by studying the new city or- 
dinances upon rendering plants, with the 
object of improving Halsted street.

Advises His Inspectors. 
The chief inspector served notice on his 
p> men that he intended to make things hum 
when he sent them out in the morning. He 
created a new assignment when he sent one 
man’ to watch vegetable peddlers. To the 
men he said: 

“Condemn bad stuff wherever you find it. 
Have the courage of your convictions. If 
the stuff is at all bad take no chances, but 
condemn it. Too much stuff is passed on 
-the plea that it might not be all bad. If I 
had my way at the yards every lumpy jaw 
would be shot as soon as its head is stuck out 
of the cars.”’ 

Then he proceeded to work on the case 
brought up by the complaint of Samuel 
Meyers, 52 Hasting street, that his wife had 
been made Hl by eating canned salmon 
bought at the store of Dahl and Holfpap, 245 
South Halsted street. Murray had had the 
salmon examined, and he went gunning for 
the offenders, armed with this report from 
Dr. J. F. Biehn: 

**Chemical examination made of canned 
salmon.—Boric acid, salicylic acid, benzoic 
acid, sulphite of soda. Formaldehyde and 
binaphthol not present. Two of six cans 
brought in smelled badly and showed signs of 
decomposition. The other four cans were 
fairly good.” 

Traces It to River Street. 

It was found that Dah! & Halfpap had 
bought the -salmon of Schackal Bros., 51 
Fifth avenue. This place was visited and 
200 cans of various meats and fishes and 
fruits were found. They were branded 
“Sterling’’ and the bills of the company 
showed they were bought at the rate of four 
dozen for $3. After some persuasion Schack- 
al Bros. told Murray that the canned goods 
were all purchased from A. M. Weisenberger 
and Simon Hamberger, whose place is a dark 
hole under the sidewalk at 17 River street. 

Murray and his assistants followed the trail 
until it smoked. With coat on his arm and 
hat pushed back from his hot and burning 
forehead, the “‘“man. who never works” 
plowed along the streets, muttering: 

“T’ll get those fellows. It’s fierce to sel] 
that stuff. I'll follow them up for that.” 


Some Cans Have “Bulged.’’ 


At the Weisenberger & Hamberger estab- 
lishment five carloads of beautifully labeled 
cans were found. Some of it was “ bulged,” 
and the employés were said to be in 
the act of “ tapping ’’ it when the inspectors 
walked in. 

* Bulged ’’ goods means that the can has 
spoiled so much that it hasswelied, and when 
this is found a sharp instrument is jabbed 
into the can to let the gas escape. When 
the steel enters one of these cans the ex- 
plosion throws part of the contents to the 
ceiling. After this it i@ boiled over, re- 
soldered, and a beautiful new label pasted 
om. The boiling, Dr. Bienn says, stops the 
decaying, but does not Rill the poison. 

The proprietors of the piace told Murray 
their stock was bought up in wrecks, but 
the inspector says he is of the opinion that 
it was bought up from small storekeepers in 
whose hands it has spoiled, and that some of 
it is four and five years old. With an ex- 
pression of great satisfaction on his face 
“ Fish " marched the pair off to the police 
station. They will be tried on Saturday be- 
fore Justice Gibbons. Murray left a police- 
man on guard over the cans. 

Out at the “Yards.” 

With his ¢onscience freed on this matter 
the strenuous chief boarded a street car and 
siarted for the yards. At the Independent 
Packing company he found! blood incrusted 
an inch thick on the door. He pointed it out. 
The proprietor grinned, 

“ This job of mine is no joke,”’ said Murray. 
“You fellows had better find it out now. 
Get that off before | come back or things 
will happen to you.”’ 

At the plant of Henry Guth he found his 
inspector on duty and commended him for 
his work. At Umbach’s plant, 3929 Haistea 
street, he discovered a forty foot rendering 
tank. This was twenty feet from the side- 
walk and an object of offense to all pedes- 
trians. 

“I never knew that before,” said Murray. 
“T'll get that out of there in a few days."’ 

“ Back of the yards " he discovered a num- 
ber of emaciated sheep in Levi's plant on 
Packers’ avenue. His inspector wag not in 
sight. 

“Those sheep ought to be condemned,” 
said Murray. “ There is going to be trouble 
for that man on duty here, If I had tags I'd 
do it myself. These fellows think my job is 
. joke, like everybody else, but I'll show 
them.” 

And so he tramped all afternoon about the 
hot and dusty yards, growing warmer and 
more enthusiastic every minute.

“ This is the Union Burial association,” 
said Mr. Smith. “I want to give you an 
order for some goods,”’ 

“.O, you do?”’ was heard. ‘* Who is this 
talking? ’’ ‘ 

“ R. G. Smith.” ' 

““T think we tol@ you we couldn't sell you 
anything,’ was the next statement. 

“ What’s the matter? The firm here has 
got the cash to pay you as soon as the goods 
are delivered,’’ said Smith. 

“ Yes, but I think you owe us some money 
now."’ said the voice, 

“T've pald every cent I owe to the Na- 
tional and I can show you receipts tn full,”’ 
said Smith. 

“Well, we can't do business with you,’’ 
and the telephone was hung up. 


Rival Firm Refuses Order. 


Next he endeavored to give his order to 
Hornthal & Co., another dealer in under- 
takers’ supplies. The result was even worse 
than before. , 

“Hello! Hornthal & Co., I want to talk to 
ohe of the officers of the company. This is 
the Union Buria¥ association. I want to 
get a 6 foot 3 Inch zinc casket and a half 
dozen funeral chairs,” was the first part 
of the conversation. 

“ Why, we don’t know you,” cameé the re- 


ply. 

“ That's all right. R.G. Smith ismy name. 
I've got a city permit and a state license 
to do business as an undertaker and I have 
the cash to pay for the goods when they 
arrive,” said Mr. Smith. 

“ Well, I don’t know. I think you hed 
better try the National. Get your goods 
from them,” said the speaker. 

“But I have ordered the goods from you 
now,”’ said Mr. Smith. 

“ Better go to the National a get the 
goods. We don’t know you,” and the Horn- 
thal conipany made no further effort to get 
acquainted with the burial association. 


Charges Conspiracy by Firms. 

“ That shows where we get off with them,” 
said the perspiring Mr. Smith, as he hung up 
the telephone. “ That's the reply that I get 
from all the trust people. They are deter. 
mined to keep us from doing business here 
because we are underselling the trust.’’

Owners of Colliding Machines in Michi- 
gan Avenue Start Argument, Which 
Is Interrupted by Park Policeman. 


A collision last night between two tour- 
ing cars at Sixteenth street and Michigan 
avenue caused a quarrel and the arrest of 
Joseph Stein a real estate dealer and bank-

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Thie charge was made yesterday in the 
course 8f'a bill for an accounting and e 
recelver filed-in the United States District 
court here. The bill is filed. by William B. 
Beckman of Blytheville, Ark. 


The bill, which is directed primarily against 


the Chitago Mill and Lumber company, 
charges that the various companies selling 
the box lumber are in a “ glant pool, trust, 
combination, to unlawfully regulate and fix 
the price of boxes in the United States.”’ 
Other defendants are the Paepcké-Leicht 
Lumber company, the American Box com- 
pany, the Marked Tree Lumber company, 
Herman Paepcke, president of the American 
Box company, Edward A. Leicht of the 
Paepcke-Leicht company, WilMam Wilms, 
Charles Wieaman, and other stockholders 
of the Chicago Mill and Lumber company. 


Accuses President of Fraud. 

Beckman in his complaint also accuses 
Paepcke, who also is president of the Chi- 
cago concern, of fraud. The bill declares 
that-the millionaire lumberman has diverted 
the funds of the company to his own use, 
even to the extent of scattering the money 
‘among the members of his family. Paepcke 
is charged also with exercising unlawful con- 
trol over four companies mentioned in the 


price regulation. 
five shares in the Chicago Mill and Lumber 
company. declares he has derived no benefit 
from them because of Paepcke's manipula- 
tions. He asks that there be an accounting 
and a receiver appointed for the concern. 

Officers last night served the necessary pa- 
pers on the defendant companies. Paepcke 
and Leicht were not-served personally, but 
they will be notified officially this morning. 
Paepcke learned of the sult late In the aft- 
ernoon. In commenting on the case last 
night at hig summer home in Glencoe he 
called the whole actién “ sour grapes” on 
the part of Beckman. 


Paepceke Calis Suit Blackmail. 

“ Beckman had charge of our logging busi- 
ness in Arkansas,’ says Paepcke, “‘ but we 
found that he was incompetent, and so we 
discharged him two weeks ago. He is only 
a minor share holder in the company, and 
now he is trying to get revenge. Beckman 
wants to get some money out of us. As to 
his charges, every one of them ifs ‘ bosh.’ 
We have not violated the anti-trust laws 
nor have I personally practiced any fraud 
to gain money. This will be proven when the 
case comes to trial.” 

Victor Harding, attorney for the complain- 
ant, says that Beckman is not acting the 
role of a reformer or a sensationalist, but 
merely is-trying to get justice. 

** We did not care to have this become pub- 
lic for that reason,” said the attorney, ** but 
it came out when we tried to get service on 
Paepcke and Leicht. We had reason to be- 
lieve that they were preparing to leave for 
Europe nm order to evade the sult, and we had 
to do some scurrying during the day.” 


Promises to Bare ‘Trust.’ 

The charges of Beckman in detail cover 
many typewritten pagee in bitter denuncia- 
tion of the so-called “iumber trust.” He 
refers to Paepcke as a “czar’’ of the busi- 
ness, who controls all the box lumber output 
of all the middle states. He endeavors in 
hig bill to expose the inside workings of what 
he claims to be “one of the most wanton 
monopolies of the United States. The Sher- 
man anti-trust act is declared to have been 
violated flagrantly. . 

Beckman makes the sweeping charge that 
the greater majority of the manufacturers 
and dealers im boxes in Illinois, Indiana, 
Missouri, Tennessee,:-Arkaneas, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Kentucky, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Michigan, and Minnesota are in the pool to 
stifle competition and control prices. Va- 
rious districts are said to be parceled out, so 
that one company may have a monopoly of 
a certain stdte or territory. Theannual out- 
put of the combination ite declared to be 
worth at least $25,000,000, 


Charges Against Paepcke. 

Pdepcke is also mentioned in the bill. 

*“* Paepcke has declared large dividends for 
the Chicago Mill and Lumber company, 
which had made large profits, all of which 
by fraud has been applied to his own use 
and that of Defendant Laicht,”’ it says. 

Beckman further declares that exorbitant 
salaries have been paid by Paepcke’s rela- 
tives and friends; that William Wilms, a son- 
in-law, and Charles Wiedman, saloonkeéper, 
have been * pliant tools’ for Paepcke, and 
that Paepcke has sold goods below regular 
prices to his “* pet ’’ concerns at a loss of fully 
$500,000 to the stockholders of the American 
Box company. 

The general offices of Paepcke’s companies 
are located at Chicago avenue and Sanga- 
mon street. 


STEAL $2,000 WORTH OF SILK. 


Establishment of A. F Ash in Thirty- 
fifth Street Is Entered by 
Thieves. “ 


Thieves entered the establishment of A. F. 
Ash, manufacturer of silk garments, 244 East 
Thirty-fifth street, and carried away about

ILLINOIS ATHLETIC MEMBERS 
MEET TO DISCUSS CRISIS. 


President William Hale Thompson 
Declares Financial Difficulties Have 
Been Overcome—Treasurer Pike, in 
Alluding to Secretary Geuslinger’s 
Personality and Perquisites, De- 
fends Official’s Work-——F risco'Earth- 
quake Blamed for Trouble. 


In response to the call issued by President 
William Hale Thompson of the New Illinois 
Athietic club, 500 members of the organiza- 
tion met at the unfinished clubhouse in Michi- 
gan avenue yesterday afternoon and took 
Steps to save the club from financial ruin. 
Approximately $16,000 was subscribed for 
bonds of the club at the close of the meeting. 
This, together with previous subscriptions 
and offers of aid, hrings the total cash in 
sight to $175,000 of the $375,000 needed to 
finish and furnish the building. Mr. Thomp- 
som expressed confidence that the financial 
crisis is past. 

Blames Quake, Not Genslinger. 

Charles B. Pike, treasurer of the club, as- 
tonished the members by declaring that the 
financial difficulties of the organization are 
due to the San Francisco earthquake rather 
than to the commission paid Charles Henry 
Genslinger, secretary, and professional or- 
ganizer of athletic clubs, 

“IT am frank to say I don’t like Mr. Gen- 
slinger, but let us give him credit for what 
he has done,” said Mr. Pike amid applause. 
“ The stim that has been paid Mr. Genslinger 
during the time he has béen working for the 
club is $19,500, instead of more than $80,000, 
as was reported. 

“ The difficulties of the club may be laid to 
the San Francisco earthquake, strange as it 
may seem. The Mississippi, Valley Trust 
company was about to take the bonds when 
the catastrophe came. For some reason the 
disaster evidently was responsible for their 
failure to do as had been expected.’’ 


Thompson Defends Financial Policy. 

‘Many misstatements have been made 
about this club,”’ said President Thompson 
“IT don’t know whether jealousy or something 
elee is the cause, but the reports have gone 
so far as to picture officials of the club engag- 
ing in dishonorable actions. It is true that 
we practically have failed to build this club 
without bonds, but our audits show that the 
money has not been wasted.’ 

It was then pointed out that Caryl Young, 
owner of the clubhouse site, is willing to re- 
lease the $50,000 now in escrow in considera- 
tion of $75,000 in bonds, provided the club 
members make generous pure hases. The

WABASH. RISK FIRM LOSES. 


Attorney Geferal of Indiana Holds 
Insurance Company Must Be 
Reorganized. 


Hammond, Ind., July 12.—(Bpecial )}—The 
opinion of Attorney General Charlies Miller, 
sent to Auditor of State Warren Bigler, re- 
garding the Wabash Insurance company tan- 
gle, was received here today. The report 
holds that the company can do no business 
in Indiana without reorganizing under the 
state’s general insurance laws and submit- 
ting itself to an examination by state authori- 
ties. The attorney general says that the 
gale of the assets © of the old Fort Wayne 
Ineurance company at 4 receiver's sale 
stripped the Fort Wayne company of every- 
thing except the bare right to exist.

DIES IN AUTO ACCIDENT. 


FORMER ASSOCIATE OF CARNEGIE 
KILLED AT CROSSING. 
Marvey WL. Sehaffer of 
Meets Death When Machine and a 
Long Island Express Train Collide

at Sayville, L. I. — Chauffeur Ea- 


capes Serious Injury—COar Smashed 
Inte a Theusand Pieces—Body He- 
mains in Ditch Till Coroner Comes, 


New York, July 12.~—[Special.]—Harvey L. 
Schaffer, whose city home is at 787 Fifth 
avenue, who was an uncle of John S. Phipps 
and a brother-in-law of Henry Phipps, the 
Pittsburg millionaire, was instantly killed 
this morning, when his automobile was run 
down by an express train on the Long Island 
railroad, at Sayville, L. 2 Andrew Peters, 
Schaffer’s chauffeur,swas only slightly in- 
jured. 

The accident happened at the North Main 
street crossing, a point of unusual danger, 
where numerous narrow escapes from death 
have occurred, and where a woman was 
killed about a year ago. 


Collision at High Speed. 

Schaffer and his chauffeur left Westbury 
to go to Port Jefferson on Long Island sound. 
As they neared the railroad crossing both 
were bending forward looking at the road 
map. At one side of the road close to the 
track is a large ice plant, which completely 
cuts off the view of approaching trairs. The 
front wheels of the automobile had just 
crossed the track when Peters saw the ex- 
press. He tried to turn quickly to the right, 
with the result that the ‘back of the car 
turned toward the train The fiyer was 
running at full speed and the collision which 
folowed smashed the machine into a thous- 
and pieces. 

Schaffer’s skull was crushed. He was 
drawn down beneath the wheels and his left 
leg was badly mangled. As the car whirled 
through the air Freters was thrown out and 
escaped with a sprained ankle. He was 
able to take the next train back to Westbury 
unassisted, 

Express train No. 28 does not stop at Say- 
ville. but goes through from Patchogue’ to 
Babylon without @ halt. it was in charge 
of Conductor Wilson and Engineer LHich- 
horn. 8S. W. Perrin, engineer of the ice plant, 
who was an eye witness to the accident, says 
Engineer Eichhorn did not whistle for the 
crossing until he was opposite the ice plant, 
which ig only about ten rods from the crosgs- 
ing. 

Body Left in Ditch. 

Schaffer’s body was left in the ditch beside 
the shattered machine while a train went 
on to Long Island City and lay there until 
the arrival of the coroner. 

Mr. Schaffer wae 55 years old. He had 
been associated with Andrew Carnegie in 
the steel business in the earlier days, when 
Carnegie had gathered about him a group 
of ‘“‘ his young men.’’ Since the formation of 
the so called steel trust Mr. Schaffer has not 
been in active business. He has lived a good 
deal of the time with his nephew in New 
York and at his summer home at Westbury, 


Long Island. 


TEN KILLED IN AUTO WRECK. 


Motor Omnibus in London Suburb Runs 
Down Steep Hill and Crashes

MUTUAL TRUSTEES IN ROW 


FAIL TO NOMINATE CANDIDATES 
FOR COMING ELECTION. 


Naming of H. H. Rogers and William 


Rockefeller as Possible Selections 


Causes Split in Meeting, Which Is -* 


Adjourned Until Monday — Unless 
* Some Action Is ‘Taken Before 
Wednesday the Management Must 
Forfeit Its Claim te Policy Holders. 


New York, July 12.—[{Special.]—A split 
among the trustees of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company over the advisability of re- 
nominating H. H. Rogers and William Rocke- 
feller of the Standard Oil company as candi- 
dates for the board of trustees to be elected 
by the policy holders this fall caused a row in 
the meeting of the board today. Asa result, 
the dignified gathering of thirty millionaires 
broke up without anybody getting the nomi- 


nation. 

The stormy session was adjourned by Presi- 
dent Peabody until Monday, when it is hoped 
that the factions can agree on a ticket. Un- 
less some action is taken and the nominations 
filed with the commissioner of insurance by 
the following Wednesday the management 
will forfeit all right to nominate and the men 
to be named by the international policy hold- 
ers’ association will carry the election by de- 
fault. 

N. Y¥. Idife Quits Nylic Feature. 

The New York Life Insurance company 
has abandoned the Nylic feature of its busi- 
ness, instituted originally by George W. 
Perkins in the way of extra bonuses to agents 
for procuring business. The feature was 
given up immediately upon the enactment of 
the new insurance laws. Formerly the New 
York Life spent about $300,000 a year in this 
extra compensation to agents. Although it 
is understood that the new law does not pro- 
hibit this kind of compensation to agents 
until Jan. 1 next, it was decided to suspend 
the Nylico feature at once and it has been 
done 

The Mutual also has changed its form of 
compensation to agents in accordance with 
the new law. Under the old régime the agent 
received 60 per cent of the first premium as 
a bonus with a sliding scale of the benefits 
in addition, This sliding scale was $1 a year 
for each $1,000 on the first $25,000 Insurance, 
$2 a year on the second $25,000, and so on 
up to $6 a year on the sixth $25,000. In effect 
it amounted to 80 per cent of the premium. 

Under the new arrangement the agents 


‘receive 60 per cent on the first premium and 


$6 bonus on all business. On a premium of 
$30, for example, the agent will receive $15, 
The sum of $6 per $1,000 would net him §6 
more. This would amount in all to §24, or 
80 per cent of the original premium of $30. 
The Mutual officers declare they have the 
legal right to follow this policy. It is under- 
stood that the chief reason of it Is to keep”

Wife of Pittsburg Millionaire 
Creates New Sensation in 
Noted Divorce Trial. 


BACKED UP BY CARVALHO, 


Expert Exposes Fraud in Letters 
Alleged to Have Been Sent 
to Coachman. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 12.—(Special.}—Mrs. 
Mary Hartje

Hartje, the millionaire paper manufacturer, 
is suing her for divorce. 

She went on the witness stand and flatly 
denied that she wrote the famous ‘ Dear 
Susie’ letter, which last week she admitted 
she had written.

Blow to Hartje’s Lawyers. 

Today's development was «4 staggering 
blow to Hartje’s lawyers. They depended al- 
most entirely on the “ Dear Susie" letter 
for proof that Mre. Hartje wrote the in- 
criminating letters to Tom Madine, the 
coachman, with whom her busband charges 
she misconducted herself. 

If the “ Dear Buste’’ letter was not wrik- 
ten by Mrs. Hartje it is admitted that none 
of the other forty letters was wyitten by 
her, and therefore Hartje has no case against 
his wife and his lawyers and the court heve 
been imposed on by forged gocuments. 

When Mrs. Haftje took the witness stand 
this morning her husband’s attorneys had 
no warning of the surprise she had in store 
for them.

Hartje’s lawyers at once asked for an ad- 
journment in order to rearrange their plan 
of agtion. The court refused to grant more 
than a recess untill 2 o'clock.

CONSPIRACY KILLS BABES? 


High Infant Mortality in Capital 
Laid to Methods of Combina- 
tion and Great Cost. 


Washington, D. C., July 12-—[Special.J— 
The grand jury instructed by Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody to investigate the methods of 
joe dealers in this city, today returned in- 
dictments against: 

The American Ice company. 

The Chapin Sacks Manufacturing company. 

Samuel A. Kimberley, local manager of the 
American Ice company. : 

George F. Hoover, agent of the American Ice 
company. 

Arthur A. Chapin, president of the Chapin Sacks 
company. 

Samuel C. Redmond, secretary of the Chapin 
Sacks company. 

The indictments charge the companies and 
their officers with entering into an agree- 
ment not to sell.to dealers who would di 
pose of ice at wholesale for less than 
cents per hundred pounds or at retail for 
less than 40 cents per hundred. 


Competition Killed by Trust. 


dt ig alleged this combination had the effect 
of aetroying competition not only between 
the two principal companies but also among 
smaller dealers. The two companies control 
7 per cent of the business in the District of 
Columbia. In the language of the indict- 
ment, they constitute “a combination and 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and com- 
merce and against the peace and government 
of the United States.”’ 

This afternoon all the indicted men gave 
bond in the sum of $2,500 each. Their trials 
cannot take place until next October. 

It is the expectation af federal officials here 
that other cities throughout the United 
States will be encouraged by the action of 
the grand jury of the District of Columbia to 
institute similar proceedings against ice deal- 
ers’ combinations. 


Blamed for Infant Mortality. 

That ground for the action existed here is 
indicated by the mortality among infants in 
the district. Of.the 183 deaths reported last 
week fifty-six were those of young children, 
and the health office believes this high rate 
to be due primarily to a deficiency in the Ice 
supp!¥ or to prices which placed the product 
beyond the reach of the poor. 

The local authorities have been investi- 
gating the sale of short weight ice also, with 
the result that several dealers are under 
arrest. 

New Warrant in Philadelphia. 

Piiladelphia, Pa., July 12.—Through his 
counsel, Henry W. Behrenburg of Hoboken, 
N. J., president of the Mountain Ice com- 
pany, today accepted service of a warrant 
charging him with conspiracy to maintain 
an exorbitant price for ice. He waived a 
hearing and entered ball for his appearance 
at court. District Attorney Bell had ar- 
ranged to present a bill of indictment to the 
grand jury today, and Behrenburg’s action 
obviates the necessity of securing requisition 
papers. The trial of Behrenburg and thir- 
teen other ice dealers, members of the ice 
exchange of this city, who are similarly ac- 
cused, will take place in September.

Prof. Adams a Busy Man. 

So far as the railroad rate law is concerned, 
the commission feels it cam move slowly, as 
that measure does not go into effect until 
Aug. 28. Prof. Adams has been employed 
for some time as the statistician of the com- 
mission. He has been able to give only one 
week out.of every month to this duty, as he 
holds a chair in the university at Ann Arbor 
and also is employed by a number of rail- 
roads to straighten out their accounts. It 
will not be possible for the commission to 
secure his services as chief of the bureau of 
accounts which will be established, but he 
has been induced to accept a special appoint- 
ment to put the bureau ‘on its feet. 

The bureau, in consultation with repre- 
sentatives of the various railroad systems, 
will devise a system of bookkeeping and ac- 
counting which will enable the commission 
to make comparisons between the cost of 
transportation on the different lines and in 
different sections of the country, and thus 
equip it to prescribe what shall be a “‘just and 
reasonable rate’’ whenever a complaint is 
made. 

The bureau of tariffs will be a most impor- 
tant organization, as it will, under the com- 
mission, prescribe the form of tariffs to be 
used. This means that a form will be adopt- 
ed of such simple charactér as to permit a 
shipper of ordinary intelligence to know ex- 
actly what he must pay for a service he de- 
sires performed. This form will be furnished 
also to the sleeping car, express, and pipe 
line companies, which are described as com- 
mon carriers by the new law, as wellas to all 
railroad corporations. ‘

JEWS PAY HONOR TO HERZL. 


Second Anniversary in Commemora- 
tion of Death of Leader Marked 
in Chicago. 


The emotions of nearly 200 Jewish Zionists 
were stirred last evening by references to the 
centuries of long persecution of the race and 
its dispersion over the earth. The pathetic 
story was recounted by 8S. B. Komaiko, 
speaking at a meéting in commemoration of 
the sécond anniversary of the death of Dr. 
Theodore Herzl, late leader of the Zionist 
movement. Thé meeting was held at the 
headquarters of the Chicago Zionists, 47 
Johnson street. 

“It is fitting that our thoughts at this time 
revert to the persecution and dispersion of 
our people,”’ said the speaker. “ Too long 
have we been compelled to wander in strange 
lands. It is time that we organize so that 
the return of our race to ite historic land soon 
may be accomplished.”

Horvich, president of the Hebrew Refugee

“LET'S END IT ALL,” 
PLEA TO GOURDAIN 


Wife Hints at Double Suicide 
When She Visits Husband - 
in the County Jail. 


HE ACCEDES.TO APPEAL. 


Declares He Will Sign Bail Bond 
Today to Secure Temporary 
Release. 


Moved finally by his wife's appeals, Louis 
A. Gourdain is thought to be arranging to 
gain his liberty today, despite the fact that 
he deems it “‘ dishonorable *’ to avoid his sen- 
tence. At the county jail it is generally be- 
lieved that Gourdain will sign his bond this 
morning and secure his freedom for the sake 
of his wife. - 

The convicted man repeatedly has deciared 
that he never would try to escape the sen- 
tense imposed upon him in the federal court 
for conducting a lottery. scheme and until 
now he has turned a deaf ear to the pitéous 
appeals of his wife to take his freedom. The 
distracted woman, after repeatedly praying 
to her husband to sign the bail bond, went to 
the jail again yesterday afternoon in the 
faint hope that she could gain her point. The 
interview was dramatic. 

Mrs. Gourdain begged her husband to sign 
the bond and then accompany her to the 
Auditorium Annex that they might “ end it 
For nearly an hour she re- 
monstrated and pleaded with him to 
leave the prison under bond. Finally she 
emerged from the jail with a satisfied smile 
on her face. As she stepped into her carriage 
she was heard to say to the woman who ac- 
companied ber: 

‘* He will aign the bond tomorrow.” 

But she did not say they would carry out 
the second half of the suggestion—suicide. 


Calls Law Unsatisfied. 

After the interview Gourdain’s expression 
was a®inscrutable as ever. Asked why he 
did not freely accept his wife's suggestion, 
he said tne law had not been satisfied. 

‘* You know women,” he added, “ they don’t 
understand. You know they are filled with 
sentiment. They love until they hate. No 
woman loves a coward. If a man goes off 
to war the women folks will sob on his breast 
and say they don’t want him te go, but they 
would not respect him if he refused to do his 
duty. They would hate him if he shirked 
responsibility. 

“I want to go back to Joliet. I haveasked 
Marshal Hoy ahd Jailer Whitman to take 
me, but they will not comply. I am going to 
eerve out my sentence if the government will 
let me, but just now it would appear that 
the government officials are placing every- 
thing possible in my way to compel me to 
take an appeal, and that I do not want to do.”’ 


Objects to County Jail. 

Gourdain bas no Hking for jail life and he 
stated that he would rather serve ten years 
in Joliet than aix months in the county jail. 
He objects to the noise always found about 
a jail. This hatred of the jail may have in- 
fluenced him to follow out his wife’s wishes. 
Another reason for his supposed change of 
decision is his desire to avoid any further 
harrowing interviews with his family.

TOO MUCH CORN MEAL. 

Corn meal is a cheap and healthful food, 
It ought to be used much more then ft is. 
But it is neither chicken loaf nor deviled 
ham and should not be sold as such. A 
small percentage of mealmay be put in those 
articles as a binder, but analyses made for 
the Massachusetts state board of health dis- 
close the fact that some of the Chicago firms 
which put up these food stuffs are too stingy 
with the meat and too liberal with the meal, 
The explanation is simple. Meal is cheaper 
than meat, and when it is sold at the price 
which meat should fetch profits enene and | 
business thrives. 

The excessive use of a cheap but whole- 
some adulterant ie not the only charge pre- 
ferred by the Massachusetts analyst. He 
says that there is comparatively little nu- 
tritious meat in some of the cana, The 
boned chicken and turkey are mostly skin 
and pin feathers. One brand of deviled ham 
has a little musele and a large amount of 
connective tissue. The material used for 
potted tongue was found in some instances 
to be largely scraps, Some of the ham loaf: 
appeared to be preserved with boric acid or 
borax. The products sold as roast, corned, 
and pressed beef were generally found good 
and wholesome. The cynical explanation 
given for this is that,it is more difficult to 
deceive customers as to these articles than 
as to the hashed up commodities. 

The report of the state board of health is 
calculated to injure the sale of potted 
chicken and deviled hem. No person will 
knowingly pay a turkey price for corn meal. 
He will not knowingly pay for meat prod- 
ucts which are not unwholesome, but which 
contain little nourishment, the price be Is 
willing to pay for a better article. The 
analyst says that while some of the labels 
were untruthful others told the truth, but the 
business of the firm which puts honest labels 
on its goods is likely to be injured because 
others are less scrupulous.. The innocent 
will suffer with the guilty, 

It is regrettable that the stress of com- 
petition or the desire for illegitimate profit 
should have led the Chicago firms whose 
goods have been reported on unfavorably 
into the paths of deception and unfair deal- 
ing. But there will be a reformation soon, 
Presently the lying label will become a 
thing of the past. It will be driven out of 
existence by the pure food law, which will 
become operative at the end of the year. 
Then the manufacturer who substitutes corn 
meal for chicken because it is cheaper, and 
will absorb more water—which 1s also 
cheaper than meat—wil! have to mention the 
fact on the label, and let the customer know 
what he is buying. 

The Chicago firms which have been palm- 
ing off adylterated goods on the unsuspect- 
ing Yankees should mend their ways with- 
out waiting to be forced tomend them. They 
cannot plead “ not guilty ” to the corn meal 
charge. It is not preferred by a sensational 
novelist. It is not made in a presidential! 
message. It is based on the analyses made 
for a state board of health which has a high 
reputation for Intelligence and conserv- 
atiem. 


THE NAVIGATION OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 

A St. Paul dispatch tells of the attitude 
of a lifelong river man of prominence 
toward the future of navigation of the 
Mississippi as it Is indicated in the 
awarding of contracts for two new 
steamers to be added to iis fleet. “I 
have no fear,” he is reported as saying, 
“that my boats will not have all and even 
more than they can possibly do.” With a 
railway running along the river on either 
bank, the trains more easily rerulated in 
their schedules than the boats, and with 
a general feeling of uncertainty about the 
future possibilities of the river, a good 
many people have been disposed to con- 
sider the real usefulness of the Missis- 
sippi a thing of the past. 

The interest {n the subject is compara- 
tively slight, ff one were to judge from 
the index of an annual handbook of in- 
formation consulted by many persons for 
quick reference on many a topic. For 
several years back there does not appear 
to be any reference at all to “ Missis- 
sippl,” “river,” or “steamboat.” under 
one of which headings Information might 
be expected, while there are many refer 
ences to special features of railway work. 
It is safe to say that the river does not 
begin to have the relative iniportance to 
the people of the central west which it 
had fifty years ago. The reason for this. 
of course, is not far to seek. The rail- 
ways have usurped the former functions 
of the river in many respects. 

But there is a good deal of business 
done on the Mississippi and Its large trib- 
utaries, and there is no real reason why 
the volume should not be much greater. 
It fs encouraging that there are men of 
wealth who believe in the waterways 
which nature has so generously given to 
the United States and are willing to back 
up that belief with large expenditures. 
When the importance of the rivers in 
the making of this country is recalled it 
is, Indeed, surprising that they have been 
so much neglected of late yeurs in the 
development of other means of communi- 
cation and transportation. The time for 
the rehabilitation of the rivers may soon 
come and delightful facilities for travel 
be supplemented with practical and prof- 
itable commercial interests. 

The need of constant outlay is made 
apparent by such an accident as tho re- 
minder of olden times which the acct- 
dent to the Quincy makes. Running 
with the search licht ont to escape from 
the insects it attracted, the vessel ran 
mpon a sandbar and then ecancht fire. 
Happily no lives were lost. There are 
dangers in the navigation «« there are 
risks on land. The railway track is fair- 
ly stable, the river channel often shifts. 
There is need for constant inspection. for 
‘dredging, for proper warning signals. aj) 
of which cost money. Bat there is every 
reason why the government shonld he 
liberal in its appropriations for the greaf 
waterways which, in any other country, 
would attract far more attention than

HONEST FATHER TIME. 

The Italians have a proverb, “ Time is 
an honest fellow.” Time pays all debts, 
makes all things right. A rosy optimism, 
not always justified by the facts, appears 
in this pithy formulation of a popular 
beliéf. In one celebrated case of miscar~ 
riage of justice Father Time has proved 
his honesty and restored to a victim that 
of which he had been deprived. After 
nearly twelve years Capt. Dreyfus has 
been pronounced innocent and restored to 
the army by the highest court of France. 

The case most nearly resembling that 
of Capt. Dreyfus in the American army 
is that of Gen. Fits-John Porter, who 
was cashiered in 1868 for disobedience of 
orders, was restored to his rank twenty- 


monument erected to his memory. Gen. 
Grant, who, while president, had refused 
to reopen the case, after his retirement 
from the presidency devoted more time to 
a etndy of it, and wrote a pamphlet in 
vindication of Porter. In English history 
the case which comes at once to mind is 
that of Thomas Cochrane, tenth earl of 
Dundonald, who distinguished himself 
during the Napoleonic wars as the most 
brilliant and dashing of British sea cap- 
tains, but was dropped from the navy, 
expelled from the ‘house of - commons, 
fined, and imprisoned on false charges. 
After a stormy career in parliament he 
became in turn admiral of the Chilean, 
Brazilian, and Greek navy, and was re- 
stored to the British navy, not by annul- 
ment of the charges against him or by a 
new trial but by a free pardon, after 
twenty-eight years. 

The case of Capt. Dreyfus differg from 
the two mentioned both in the gravity 
of the charge against him and in the 
severity of the punishment.  Fitz-John 
Porter was accused of disobedience of 
orders, Cochrane of a stock jobbing spec- 


false reports from the seat of war, Drey- 
fus of betrayal of French military secrets 
to a foreign power. Porter was not im- 
prisoned, Cochrane served a year in pris- 
on, but Dreyfus spent four years on Dev- 
il’s island amid hardships which few men 
survive. It was the courage of Emile 
Zola which brought about the retria) of 
Dreyfus, and now, long after the death 
of Zola; Dreyfus has received the fullest 
vindication. He was the victim of an 
anti-Semitic agitation, and afterwards 
held up as an excuse for such agitation, 
so that In his present triumph his fellow 
religionists have also a share. France 
has honored itself in placing the judicial 
power above the Influence of a military 
clique or the suggestions of tace preju- 
dice. The solemnity attending the formal 
proclamation of the innocence of Capt. 
Dreyfus worthily marke the close of one 
of the most famous cases of delayed jus- 
tice on record. ;

Sultan Abdul Hamid is treating the United 
States government with a degree of arro- 
gance which it is difficult to tolerate, and 
yet which could not furnish the pretext for 
any War, or even for any naval demonstra- 
tion in an Ottoman port. For his refusal ; 
to recognize Mr. Leishman’s promotion from 
the rank of minister to that of a full fledged 
am is without precedent, while his 
intimation to the state department that it 
takes two to make a bargain and that he 
had never given his consent to the elevation 
of the American legation at Constantinople 
into an embassy constitutes an impertinence 
of which he would never have ventured to 
render himself guilty towards any other 
great power. 

What makes the matter more galling is that 
although his conduct is character! y the 
grossest discourtesy, yet he is after all 
within his rights. In Burope an ambas- 
sador forms part and parcel of the court to 
which he is accredited, has his recognized 
place in the entourage of the sovereign, and 
is considered to such an extent a member 
of the court of the ruler in question that 
he is bound by its ules of etiquette and 
by Its regulations, even to the extent of being 
compelled to don court mourning for the 
deaths of people in whom his own govern- 
ment is not in the least. degree interested. 

It is, therefore, quite within the provinoe 
of the sultan to decline to receive an Amer- 
ican diplomat as a member of his circle and 
of his court. Only thie is the first time that 
any ruler has publicly proclaimed the fact, 
or has rendered himself guilty of so gross 
am affront towards a foreign great power. 
Nations have ere this quietly intimated that 
this or that diplomat would not be persona 
grata. But this has been owing entirely to 
some objection to the person, to the repu- 
tation, to the antecedente and political af- 
fillations of the envoy in question. 

The sultan, however, entertains no ill wil) 
towards Mr, Leishman personally, has indeed 
bestowed upon him many favors, including 
the decoration of his wife and of all his 
daughters with the order of the Chefkat. 
What the sultan dislikes is the idea that 
American ambassadors should for all time 
be around him and that he should never 
have any opportunity of escaping their im- 
portunities in behalf of their government 
and of their missionaries. 

~—_ | 

A, foreign ambassador Is suppose@ to have 
the right of aecesg to the sovereign at all 
times. This a mere minister plenipotentiary 
does notenjoy. He represents not the sover- 
eign or the sovereignty of his nation but 
its government, and at royal banquets and 
suppers does not have any right to a place 
at the table of the monarch and of the princes 
and princesses of the blood. 

So inferior is the rank of minister to that 
of ambassador that the late Lord Salisbury 
when foreign minister and premier usually 
deputed the under secretary of state to re- 
celve the mere ministers, contenting himself 
with holding personal intercourse with the 
ambassadbrs, the only exception which he 
on being in favor of the American minis- 

er. ; 

The late Prince Bismarck pursued the 
same tactics, and likewise made the same 
exceptions in favor of the United States 
representatives, and there were many other 
foreign ministers stationed at Berlin when 
he was chancellor who did not have access 
to him throughout their entire stay of years. 
—~o- 

The sultan, however, has never favored 
the American envoy at Stamboul above 
other ministers and Mr. Leishman, like his 
predecessors, has been obliged to take his 
piace with diplomatic agents of Belgium, 
Holland, Roumania, an@ Greece, and to fol- 
low in the wake of the ambassadors of 
France, Germany, England, Russia, Italy, 
and Austria. Indeed, at Constantinople the 
situation of a minister is marked by much 
more inférlority to that of an ambassador 
than in other capitals. Thus ambassadors 
are permitted state barges of a certain size 
with a certain number of rowers, whereas 
the mere minister {gs restricted to a much 
smaller caique and to about half the crew. 
Mr. Leishman has generally got round the 
dificulty by making use of a steam launch. 
Then, too, the ambassadors there can exact 
an audience of the sultan, who virtually de- 
cides everything in connection with foreign 
affairs, whereas the minister Its entirely de- 
pendent on the good will of the padishah in 
the matter and Is restricted to dealing with 
the minister of foreign affairs or with the 
grand vizier, who really has no authority 
to decide pending issues.

It is dificult to see how the question which 
has arisen between the sublime porte and 
the United States in* connection with the 
matter of embassies can. be settled unless 
through the friendly intervention of the for- 
eign powers, notably Germany. In fact the 
kaiser could do more than any one else to 
extricate the state department from its “ {m- 
passe.”" The senate having confirmed the 
decree transforming the American legation 
at Constantinople into an embassy and the 
appointment of Mr. Leishman as ambassa- 
Gor @annot of course back down or re- 
verse its action. On the other hand, the 
sultan can continue to refuse to acknow!l- 
edge the change or to recognize Mr. Letsh- 
man as ambassador, creating a situation 
not consistent with the dignity of Uncle 
Sam. It is a matter which callg for early 
settlement by some means or another.

King Edward and Queen Alexandra are to 
visit the duke and duchess of Northumber- 
land at Alnwick castle, their place In North- 
umberland, where they never before have 
staid. It is a noble and majestic pile, one

How 
many American flags do you see at an Amer- 
ican picnic? 

Much may be learned from the respectful 
attitude of the foreigner toward flag and 
country.

Inside the courtyard at the fort. the paved 
path led up to a fine entrance with the 
Portuguese arms in richly carved stone over 
the gates. A friendly sentinel gave an ‘air 
of intense animation to the scene by walking 
up and down almost briskly. It was a 
paintablé moment,

At least one elementary reader was recom- 
mended for adoption in the Chicago public 
schools by the special text book committee 
of the board of education at a secret session 
held yesterday afternoon. That recom- 
mendation will be made known at the 
meeting of the school management commit- 
tee this efternoon. 

This information was given out by Trustee 
Jane Addams, chairman of the committee, 
after an executive session lasting through 
the greater partof the afternoon: Miss Ad- 
,@ams and her fellow committee members de- 
clined to state the name of the reader, saying 
that “it would not be courteous to make 
public a matter which first should go to the 
school management committee.” 

The committee also concurred in the recom- 
mendations mede by Supt. Cooley some time 
ago with reference to four high school text 
books. They were one book on Latin, a high 
school history, and commercial books, in- 
cluding one.on touch writing. 


Demands Executive Session. 

It was on the motion of Trustee C. A. Weil 

that the executive session was decided upom 
Trustee Weil, in a speech in defense of his 
motion, said: 
“I believe we should have an executive 
session, because the discussion then can be 
more free. I can speak much better in that 
way. I do not believe anything sere should 
be made public until we are ready to give out 
a statement.” 

President Ritter, who is secretary of the 
committee, protested against the motion, 
but Miss Addams declared the motion adopt- 
ed. Among those who were compelled to 
leave the committee room was a young wom- 
an stenographer, said to have been sent 
by one of the book companies to take notes 
of the proceedings. 

Beside the member of the committee 
there were present at the meeting Supt. 
Cooley, Dwight H. Perkins, architect for tha 
board of education, and Trustee Louis F. 
Post. 


Guerin After Tax Dodgers. 

With reference to the tax dodging ques- 
tion brought out by the resolution presented 
at the meeting of the board Wednesday even- 
ing Trustee Guerin declared that he favors 
the strongest possible measures for the ap- 
prehension of the “ tax dodgers.’” The reso- 
lution, which was put through by the new 
members, empowers the president of the 
board to appoint a committee to investigate 
the subject. 

** Get after the tax dodgers, by all means,”’ 
eaid Trustee Guerin. ‘In my opinion there 
are lots of tax dodgers in Chicago and they 
should be found out.” 

Dr. Guerin then told of how he came to 
the conclusion that tax dodging existed in 
Chicago. He said that ten years ago he was 
told by a friend who had introduced him to 
one of the Cook county assessors, that for 
$1,000 his taxes on a piece of property worth 
$50,000 would be reduced materially. 

He said his taxes were §2,100 and after 
going into court they were reduced one-half. 
The next year he again was assessed $2,100 
and it was then that he was told that for 
$1,000 they would be cut to any desired 
amount. Dr. Guerin said he indignantly 
@eclined the offer. 

Ritter Silent on Committees. 

President Ritter declined to say whether 
any slates had been fixed om the matter of 
new committee appointments. 

“Tl know nothing about that now,” said he. 
“That will be decided upon at the meeting 
of the board next Wednesday evening.”’ 


GOES AFTER JOHN DIETZ AGAIN. 


Wisconsin Sheriff to Make Final Effort 
to Capture Lumberman Who 
Defies Authority. 


Hayward, Wis., July 12.—Sheriff Gyland of 
Sawyer county is to make a fina! effort to 
capture John Dietz of Cameron Dam, who for 
years has been holding up 5,000,000 feet of 
timber belonging to the Chippewa River Log 
and Boom company. Dietz has defied the 
United States marshal, who gave up trying to 
eerve papers on him, and repeatedly has de- 
fied the state courts, causing the resignation 
of two sheriffs, who resigned rather than 
again attempt to take him.

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DEFECTS FOUND IN | 
NEW WAR VESSELS 


Lining of Boilers on the Penn- 
sylvania and Colorado 
Is Unsound. 


CAUSEOF COURT MARTIAL? 


Officers Who Had Oharge of 
Building in Cramps’ Ship- 
yard May Have Trouble. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 12.—[Special.}~De- 
fects in the coverings of the boilers of the 
Colorado and Pennsylvania, built in Cramp’s 
shipyard, have formed the basis of an official 
investigation by the navy department, which 
was concluded today. 

In the event of the findings being con- 
demnatory a court martial for the naval 
inspectors having charge of the work may be 
ordered. Admiral Sigsbee, a member of the 
board of investigation, will leave for Wash- 
ington tomorrow and the report will be 
turned in to the navy department. 

The Colorado and Pennsylvania are com- 
paratively new boats and only recently re- 
terned from their first crulse in actual serv- 
ice. Both boats have made good records, and 
their boilers have proved efficient from the 
standpoint of @eveloping horsepower. It de- 
veloped, however, that the light iron, or steel 
casings of the bolilere have warped out of 
shape in an unprecedentedly short space of 
time, and the effect was to endanger the 
other machinery from the heat and to make 
\ue fire room uhcomfortably hot for the 
workmen. 


Costly Repairs Are Made. 

These warped coverings have been ripped 
off and extensive repairs are’ being made. 
The specifications provide that outside boil- 
ers should be packed with nonconducting 
material for the purpose of preventing just 
such a condition. 

One question before the naval department 
was whether the Cramps had lived up to the 
letter of the epecifications as to the amount 
of packing put in and the method by which 
it was placed in condition. The officials of 
the yard —_ maintained that they adhered 
to the specifications in every respect. 

One of the board informally discussing the 
case, said; 

“The main question was why this boiler 
coating should have warped in such a short 
space of time. There was no question as to 
the efficiency of the boilers themselves. It 
has, however, taken some time to get at the 
defects and make repairs. These repairs 
have cost considerable money. There is no 
criticism of the Milause type of boilers ag 
used on the Cramp built boats. I might add, 
too, that the builders should be anxious that 
their particular type of boiler should be a 
success in every particular.”’ 


Awards Two Mere Contracts. 

Washington, D. C., July 12.—Secretary 
Bonaparte today awarded the contracts for 
the two 16,000 ton battleships, South Caro- 
lina and Michigan, one to the Cramps of 
Philadelphia and the other to the New York 
Shipbuilding company of Camden, N. J. 

The Gramps bid was $8,540,000 and that of 
the New York Shipbuilding company §3,685,- 
000. 

The secretary of the navy was obliged to 
distribute the contracts in this way because 
congress had provided that not more than 
one ship should be built by any one concern. 
The boats are to be of the reciprocating type 
so far as engines are concerned, the secre- 
tary having approved the finding of the 
board on construction to the effect that it 
would be well for the department to await 
the completion of theturbine scout ships now 
under construction before embarking on an- 
other experiment of that kind. 


SHERIFFS RAP JUVENILE LAW. 


Speakers at Des Moines Convention De- 
clare Methods in Illinois Fail 
to Curb Crime. 


Des Moines, Ia., July 12.—The juvenile aw 
as it is observed in Iowa, Illinois, Colorado, 
and other states, was vigorously condemned 
this morning at the annual convention of the 
Interstate Sheriffs’ association, at which 100 
sheriffs from sixteen different states were 
present.

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‘DEALINGS OF OIL TRUST WITH 


PENNSYLVANIA ROAD TOLD. 


Contracts for Lubricating Oil Include; 


Free Transportation as Part Payment 
end Favor Railway. 


Washington, D. C., July 12.—The interstate 
commerce commission today heard further 
testimony in its investigation of the oil ir- 
dustry and practices of the alleged monop- 
oly. The first witnese was George L. Peck, 
general manager of the Pennsylvania lines 

west of Pittsburg. It was brought out that 
ag western lines of the Pennsylvania rafl- 

road pay, by contract with the Galena Ol 

company, 873 cents per thousand miles for 

passenger coaches and 5.9 cents for freight 

ears per thousand miles for lubricating oll. 

This was sald to amount to only about one- 

third of the invoice price, which is 27.8 cents 

per gallon, which other railroads were said 
to pay. Mr. Peck said he had heard that 
other roads had similar favorable contracts. 

Under the contract $1.80 per thousand miles 
is paid for the lubrication of locomotives, 
which Mr. Peck said ie only about one-half 
the amount it cost to lubricate engines before 
the contract wade made. Passes to a limited 
mumber of employés of the Galena Oll com- 
pany had formed a portion of the compen- 
gation under the contract. 

It was stated by Commissioner Prouty that 
the Oregon Short Line, the Northern Pacifio, 
the Wisconsin Cemtral, and the Chicago, Mil- 
watkee, and St. Paul rallroads had contracts 
with the Galena Oil company for lubricating 
oll to be furnished at a stipulated figure, 
waich shall be as low as the lowest market 
price. By the testimony of Mr. Peck it was 
shown that the Pennsylvania railroad, by 
its contract, received oll at a less figure than 
has been paid by other roads. The proceed- 
ings were adjourned at the conclusion of 
Mr. Peck's testimony.

JUDGE HARGIS DENIES HE 
WAS IN THE MURDER PLOT. 


Kentuckian, Accused of Feud Killing, 
Declares There Was No Truth in the 
Testimony of Prosecution’s Witnesses 


Beattyvillie, Ky., July 12.—Former Judge 
James Hargis, charged with the murder of 
Lawyer James B. Marcum, was the princi- 
pal witness today in the case of the state 
versus Hargis an@Callahan. Hargis told the 
story of his Ufe in Breathitt county dnd 
how he had risen from a poor boy toa man 
of wealth and position. 

He described his whereabouts when Mar. 
cum wasshot. He saw Tom White come out 
of the door of the courthouse fust before the 
shots were fired. The witness said he had 
no intimation that Marcum was to be killed 
and said he had never spoken to Curtis Jett 
or any other man with reference to the kill- 
ing of Marcum or any other person. 

He said Moses Feltner never received any 
money from him not to testify against him. 
He said Feltner wanted him to prepare affi- 
davits for Sam Fields and Russell Sutton, 
but that he declined to do-so. 


Court “Calls Down” Hargis. 

Hargis said the statement of Asbury Spicer 
was absolutely false. In fact, he declared 
mo conversation ever had occurred between 
him and the others with reference to Mar- 
cum. 

Hargis referred to commonwealth witness 

s “ floaters’’ and men who lurked around 
town, and it was necessary for the court to 
admonish Hargis on several occasions, and 
instruct the jury not te consider such testi- 
mony. 

Hargis reflected several times on the char- 
acter of Attorney Adams, and Judge Dorsey 
sent the jury from the room while Adams 
took the defendant over the rack. Attorney 
Young, for the defense, objected to this, but 
the court ruled that Hargis had made 4 geri- 
ous reflection against the commonweaith’s 
attorney, and he believed Adams should be 
permitted to defend himself. 


No Il Feeling Against Marcum. 

Hargis was questioned by Attorney Byrd 
on cross examination. He said he had no 
fll feeling against Marcum as a result of the 
contested election cases, but he sald they 
never epoke after the indictment for crimi- 
nal libel was returned against Mercum. He 
did not secure an indictment against Feit- 
ner because he did not feel that Feltner 
could slander any one. 


TOBACCO TRUST UNDER FIRE; 
GRAND JURY INVESTIGATION. 


Tennessee and Kentucky Growers Claim 
Continental Company Has Caused 
Bidding for Produce to Cease. 


Nashville, ‘Tenn., July 12.—[Special.]—The 
federal grand jury has been engaged for sev- 


j. eral days in the examination of witnesses 


whose testimony is expected to lead to an 
indictment of the Continental Tobacco com- 
pany, popularly known as the tobacco trust. 

An association of tobacco growers in the 
dark tobacco region, cémposed of fifteen 
counties in Tennessee and Kentucky, claims 
that the alleged trust has conspired with the 
foreign tobacco buyers to destroy all compe- 
tition in the purchage of their product, and 
thus keep down the price. 

The first witness before the grand jury was 
Mr. Norman Smith of Clarksville, Tenn., 
who buye leaf tobacco extensively for the 
American Snuff company. He was on the 
stand for almost the whole of two days. The 
other witnesses examined have been mostly 
farmers and officers of the growers’ asso- 
ciation. The investigation is being conduct- 
ed secretly. 

The greater part of the tobacco from the 
dark district is exported. Formerly the Pu- 
ropean contractors bid actively for the crop, 
but that bidding practically hae ceased, and 
the farmers charge it to the machinations of 
the trust. 


INMATES OF WIDOWS’ HOME 
COMPLAIN OF POOR FOOD. 


Committee Investigating Condition® at 
Wilmington Hears of Bad Provisions 
—Testimony Is Conflicting. 


Wilmington, IH., July 12.—[Special.}—The 
plans for a secret investigation of the 

charges against the management of the 
Home for the Widows of Old Soldiers were 
knocked out this morning when the commit- 
tee appointed to investigate the charges ar- 
rived in Wilmington. A delegation of twenty 
of the inmates of the home, headed by Mrs. 
Melisea Knowles, petitioned the board for an 
open hearing and this was granted. 

The committee, consisting of \WilMam C. 
Graves, Mrs. Julia Lathrop, and Mrs. Clara 
Bourland, listened to the story tdld by every 
one of the women in turn who live at the 
home. There was conflicting testimony con- 
cerning hareh treatment by Mrs. Flo Jami- 
gon Miller, the matron. Some of the women 
defended her and others thought she lacked 
consideration. They all agreed that the food 
and cooking were abominable. 

After listening to the testimony the com- 
mittee left. tonight for Peoria, where tomor- 
row morning the charges against Mrs. Mil- 
jer, including the Sharge of maltreatment of 
a corpse and of extreme cruelty to some of 
the patients, taken up.

REDUCTION.

Independents Unable to Secure 
vorable Action on Resumption of 
Prorating, Which Gives the Stand- 
ard Company an Advantage Over 
Its Competitora—Chicago Jobbers 
Object te Use of Pine Wood for

After raising the hopes of the independent 
of] dealers by promises that the practice of 
prorating with the eastern Mines should be 
resumed, so that the independent producer 
and refiner of Ohio and other eastern fields 
could compete with the Standard Oil refinery 
at Whiting, Ind, the Rock Island has dashed 
them again by failure to oarry out its prom- 
ises. That is, the of] men say that the Rock 
Island made promises, but the Rock Island 
ofictals deny that they have pledged them- 
selves. 

At any rate, the matter seems to have beem 
dropped just for the present, and once more 
those who have had experience with oil rates 
think they can see the hand of the Standard 
Oll company in the present situation. 


Summary of the Situation. 

During the recent interstate commerce 
commission investigation of Standard Oil 
rates, at the Chicago hearing, it developed 
that the western roads had notified the east- 
ern roads, just at the time thet the Whit- 
ing refinery wes finished and the Standard 
began pumping oil from the Ohio fielde here, 
that they would no longer prorate on oll rates 
from the east to the Missouri river. The oi) 
therefore had to take the local rate in and 
out of Chicago, which opereted as a consid- 
erable advance in rates to the indepehdent 


men. 

This happened nearly nine years ago, and, 
although the independent dealers made many 
an application to have the roads resume pro- 
rating, they met with no success unti) this 
matter was thoroughly aired before the in- 
terstate commerce commission, r 
with the further information that BD. G. 
Bogardus, a Standard Oil representative, at- 
tended the meeting at which the prorating 
agreement was broken. Recently, however, 


the independent ofl men had it intimated to 


them that if they would renew their applica- 
tion to the western lines to have the pro- 
rating effective once more, there was 
chance of its being put through, provi the 
eastern lines could be brought to agree: 


Western Road Blocks Agreement. 

The of] men did not have much difficulty in 
persuading the eastern lines to do their share, 
and then their representatives appeared be- 
fore the western trunk line committee, and, 
after making an argument, were told that 
their proposition would go through. They 
went away happy, but their happiness was 
short lived. The Burlington suddenly re- 
fused to vote for the prorating unless the oil 
men would withdraw their application for 
a readjustment of rates to Kansas City and 
Omaha. The oil men hold that these rates 
represem a clear case of discrimination, and 
naturally refused to consider the proposi- 
tion. 

Then came the Rock Island into the field. 
It considered, as ite officials said, that the 
proposition to prorate was fair, and so it 
agreed, so the oll men say, to give inde- 
pendent notice to the eastern roads that it 
would prorate with them on oil shipments to 
the Missouri river, which notice would force 
the other roadstofollw suit. With this prom- 
ise the oil men felt that thelr battle was 
won. But again they were doomed to dis- 
appointment, for the days went on and the 
notice was not given. Finally they began 
to inquire of the Rock Island officials when 
that rate was going in, and all they got was 
evasive answers. 

One of the Rock Island officials made the 
statement that the matter had gone over 
for the present, and that it had been decided 
it would be better to get unanimous action 
if possible. It was to have come up at a 
meeting om Wednesday, but press of other 
business crowded it out, and it probably will 
have to wait now until it can bé taken up 
by correspondence, he said. The indepen- 
dent oil men probably will not get their pro- 
rate arrangement, and the Standard Oil will 
continue to enjoy ite advantage. 

Jobbers Object to Wooden Crates. 

The Chicago dry goods jobbers are asking 
the western roads to relieve them from the 
necessity of packing their goods in pine 
cases, because the price of lumber is going so 
high that the cost of these packages is be- 
coming a burden upon them. The railroads 
have recognized for some time that, with 
the increasing cost of lumber it would only be 
a question of time before the jobbers would 
be asking the right to use other Kinds of 
packages, and it is said that they probaby 
will act favorably upon the request, to a cer- 
tain extent at least. One railroad man ex- 
pressed the opinion yesterday that the mat- 
ter ought to be begun gradually, by substitut- 
ing pulpboard packages for some commod- 
ities, to see how it carried. 


Aurora Road Files Trust Deed. 

The Aurora, Elgin and Chicago railway 
company has filed a trust deed in favor of the 
Northern Trust company in the nature of a 
first and refunding mortgage to secure 
$25,000,000 in 25,000 bonds of $1,000 each, at 5 
per cent, maturing finally in 1946. The prop- 
erty involved by the deal includes all the 
holdings of the railway corporation and the 
rolling stock in Cook, Dupage, and Kane 
counties. 

The Santa F'6 is preparing to use 1,200 In- 
dian laborers on its coast lines this summer. 
It is eald that the Indian laborer has proven 
much more satisfactory than the Mexican or 
Japanese. The first camp of Indians will 
be established on the Grand Cafion line, 
which is to be entirely rebuflt.
